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The Apollo Park Youth Fishing Derby will be celebrating its 41st year on May 3, 2014.  Several hundred children ages 5-15 throughout the surrounding communities enjoy a free derby that concludes with prizes handed out to boys and girls in four age categories.  Prizes include bikes, tents and fishing poles.  The first 250 participants receive a Fishing Derby T-shirt and a free raffle is conducted during the derby.
The tournament funding is currently offset by two Adult Derbies that are conducted each March and November.
The approval of the requested Grant would allow us to purchase more fish, allowing each child a greater opportunity to experience the thrill of their first catch.  The program could also expand to offer other experiences such as casting instruction.  
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The purpose of the Youth Derby is to provide youth an opportunity to learn and experience the art of fishing.  The program's intention is to provide a better quality of life for each participant and their families.  
The goal of the program is to offer a fishing experience to as many youth as possible.  The life skill learned from fishing can prove to be extremely beneficial as each participant transitions into adulthood.
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As explained above, we currently conduct two Adult Derbies annually and one free Youth Derby in May of each year. 
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The majority of the youth participants are from Lancaster, Palmdale, Quartz Hill, Littlerock, Lake Los Angeles, Rosamond.  There are participants that come from the Santa Clarita Valley as well as the San Fernando Valley.
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Quartz Hill Woman's Club provides approximately $2,200 for the Youth Derby.
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We have not received any grants at this time.
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The grant approval would allow us to remain consistent with the quality of service that has been provided up to the current date.  As explained earlier, the two Adult Derbies provide the funding for the Youth Derby, unfortunately the Adult Derby participation has declined over the last few years, making it more difficult to conduct the Youth Derby as we had before.
